After the closing of the Bureau the work was turned over to 
mee This collection now belongs to the Imperial War Museum of London, 
and I am acting as their agent granting further exhibitions in this 
country and liquidating the sales of the few remaining duplicate prints.

The canplete set is sixty-six numbers by such men as Eric Kennington, 
Frank Brangwyn, George Clausen, Muirhead Bone, C. R. We. Nevinson, Charles 
Pears, A. S. “artrick, William Rothenstein, Claude Shepperson, Ernest 
Jackson, Charles Ricketts, William Nicholson, Maurice Grieffenhagen, 
Edmund Dulac, G. Moira, Augustus John, Edmund J. Sullivan and Charles 
Shannon. 


The only charge for the exhibition is packing, shipping and 
transportation. fhe prints are mounted and matted and numbered to 
correspond with the catalog. They pack in a wooden case and altogether 
weigh about 100 pounds; They have been on exhibition at the Congressional 
Library, Washington, Detroit Museum, Cincinnati Museam, Toronto Museum, 
Boston, Bar Harbor, Stockbridge, Fort Worth and various other points. 


As I am no longer on salary, nor is there any appropriation 
for carrying on these exhibitions, I can only send them out with nO 
cost to myself.
